SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled The Waiting Place is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years. 

The video recording contains the 2001 New Zealand feature of the same title. The 
feature follows Belmont and Ramsey, two escaped inmates from a prison or 
psychiatric unit, to a disused and derelict psychiatric hospital, the "waiting place" of the 
title. While the pair wait for Belmont's wife to arrive Ramsey assaults Belmont several 
times, Belmont rapes Ramsey and the two die from deliberate and accidental stab 
wounds. The feature is substantially the same as that originally examined as a video 
recording and classified by the Classification Office (OFLC Ref. 100915 in June 2001). 
The classification was ‘objectionable except if the availability of the publication is 
restricted to persons who have attained the age of 16 years’. The descriptive note 
'Contains violence, sexual violence and offensive language' was attached to the video 
recording. 

This version of the feature is slightly longer due to the inclusion of several brief scenes 
that assist the flow of the narrative. No additional matters of sex, crime or violence, or 
any other matters, are included in these scenes. Totalling just a few seconds, this 
additional material does not affect the classification given to the original version of the 
feature. 
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
